SANTO DOMINGO—When 
the ‘Dominican revolution 
broke out early last year, one 
of the first places sacked by 
angry mobs- was the head- 
quarters of “the AFL-CIO- 
supported National Confedera- 
tion of Free Dominican 
Workers . (Coriatra_). mee 

AFL-CIO and Conatral offi- 
cials claimed that’ Commu- 
nists had directed the destruc- 
tion, But many leaders in 
‘other antiCommunist labor 
confederations” doubt this. So 
many anti-Comm unist 
workers “hate” the AFL-CIO 
and Conatral, they say, that it 
is more likely that the attack 
was “‘non-partisan,"’ 

Whatever the truth, a largé 
segment of - anti-Communist 
Dominican labor ‘is violently 
anti-Ametican as well. This 
bitterness is likely to con- 
‘tinue, according to neutral 
fabor experts here, long after 
the: Inter-Amenican Peace 
Force leaves the country. 

Dominican organized labor 
is split largely into. four 
groups. The largest is prob- 
groups. The largest is prob- 
ably. the Autonornous Con- 
federation of Christian Unions 
(CASC), with ties to the 
revolutionary Social Christian 
Party. Another is Foupsa- 
Cesitrado which, after 
recently coming under Com- 
munist control,.is' very weak. 
_A third’ is a group of unions 
attached to ex-president Juan 
Bosch's Dominican Revoluw 
tionary Party (PRD). And the 
fourth—is-Conatral. 

All these confederations are 
in bitter competition with 
each other. The. first three 
have one thing in -common. 
They accuse Conatral of being 
a tool of the AFL-CIO, the 
U.S. state department, and 
the Centra: Intelligence 
Agency. 


Small Group 


Victor Reuther, head of the 
United Auto Workers’ Inter- 
national Department, charged 
recently after a trip to 
the Dominican Republic that 
the AFL-CIO was backing a 
small, unrepresentative labor 
group while ignoring the mass 
organizations. 

AFL-CIO and Conatral offi- 
cials deny that Conatral is 
any less representative of 
labor than the other organiza- 
tions, claiming 30,000 mem- 
bers.

€onatral had gained con- 
siderabie power under the de 
facto regime of President 
Donald Reid Cabral, who 
came: to power after the 
military ousted the demo- 
cratic government of Presi- 
dent Juan Bosch in 1963, But 
when Reid Cabral, who had 
close ties with the AFL-CIO, 
was himself ousted at the 
start of the revolution, Cona- 
tral lost control of most of its 
important unions.

To induce new unions to join 
Conatral, the AFL-CIO is 
working through the American 
Institute’ for Free Labor 
Development. The institute, 
financed largely by the U.S. 
government and sponsored by 
leading U.S. businessmen as 
well as the AFL-CIO, is 
teaching union leaders the 
essentials of American-sty.e 
trade unionism, and building 
houses for “friendly” sugar 
workers. 

The owner of one $3,800 
three-bedroom howse - built 
under AIFLD auspices main 
tained typically that he was 
glad to have the house—and 
that he was delighted that the 
American troops had come. 
Other workers condemned 
such new homeowners as 
“Yankee puppets.”

Despite the current labor unrest in Canada, there has not 
been much change, over the past five years, in public opinion 
regarding the laws regulating labor unions. A third of the peo- 
ple say these laws are not strict enough. 

In 1961, 38% felt the laws were not strict enough and 11% 
said they were too strict. Today 33% want stricter laws for 
labor. unions and 15% say the. laws we have. are too strict. 
Thirty per cent of the people have no opinion or this subject. 

Not unexpectedly, members of labor unions are less likely 
to say the laws are not strict enough than are non-union mem- 


bers. -

At Your Youngster

Optimism 
Key Word 
For Future

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — There 
is optimism in some significant 
television’ quarters that two 
factors may soon help end the 
long-time famine of serious 
drama on the three major 
networks.

The unexpected reasonable 
rating garnered recently. by CBS 
TV's brilliant version of Death.

The constant viewer 
gets the feeling thaf they are 
mostly icy opportunists who 
milk a piece of prestige to death 
when it comes along to try to 
make the public forget the 
awful stuff they put on day to 


* day. In short, “Death of a 


Salesman" has allowed for a lot 
of puff-type promises of quality. 
However, the weekly show 


* business newspaper Variety has 


come up with some sound 
practical points about why the 
once-a-month drama notion just 
might shape up: 

“The way theatrical film 
prices are mounting; the eco 
nomics of studio drama and 
features on TV are just about at 
the point of equalizing. If a 
drama costs $400,000 for a 
single run and can carry the 
rating momentum (and adver- 
tising lineup) of a feature 
showcase whose celluloid fare is 
$500,000 a shot, it becomes 
almost a bargain... 

“There are, of course, all 
those “‘ifs’’ centering on sponsor 
disposition and the rating re- 
turns on future TV ledgers. -But 
necessity is working very much 
in drama's favor, for the two- 
hour studio shows could cut any 
network's need for feature 
product by 25 per cent, and 


therein lies the real hope for a . 


revival of what. is termed. the 
‘golden age’.”

"The possibility of a strike against B.C. Ferries 
was raised, today after deck and catering workers 
voted 78 per cent against recommendations of an 
employee-management committee on work schedules. 

The vote was conducted over the last three days 
by secret ballot at meetings at the four major term- 
inals—Swartz Bay, Tsawwassen, Horseshoe Bay and 
Departure Bay. 

The committee's report was accepted earlier this week by 
the cabinet. 

It recommended recognition rights for a unio of unli- 
censed personnel, revised winter work schedules, a 10 per cent 
pay bonus for working the unchanged summer schedule, short- 
handed pay, some extra staff and other benefits

THE raciall ice is melting in Mississippi 
and. the most immediate sign of it 
is the ill-coricealed unhappiness of the 
State’s native Negro leaders at the 
intrusion of the Meredith marchers. 

“We're tired of being everybody's 
good thing,” said Charles Evers of the 
state NAACP in echoing the soiid view of 
leading local Negroes that the march 
carries a potential for damage which is 
unmatched by its constructive possibili- 
ties. Mississippi has quietly moved 
beyond the stage in which outside 
militants are useful. ‘ 

This mood was implicit in the 
nemorial march for Medgar Evers in 
Tackson last Sunday. Some 1,000 Ne- 
rroes, who endured the broiling sun with 
little decomposure of their spruciness 
and dignity, seemed to be saying that 
this was their struggle and that they are 
confident of its, outcome. Their most 
emphatic chorus of “‘amens” under- 

—scored Roy Witkins* admonition “When 
it is ail over, we must live with the white 
people in mutual respect.”’
